was one of the modern gadg- 
ets called "the unusual no- 
trump," It has nothing to do 
with no-trump but shows a 
minor two-suit hand. 


Both Montreal and Minne- 


apolis used this convention in 
their match and it worked 
very well for Minneapolis on 
the hand in the box. South 
wound up playing four hearts 
only. 


The bidding shows how Ron 


De'Harpporte and Newt Dock' 
man of Minneapolis countered

this unusual no-trump. Ron's 
bid of three diamonds said, 
"Partner, I am making a cue 
bid to show a good hand with 
heart support." The fact that 
he did hold the ace of dia- 
monds was incidental. 


Ron's later bid of five dia- 
monds showed this ace and 
Newt's six-club call was a be- 
lated grand slam invitation. 
Ron did not accept because he 
knew that at one stage of the 
proceedings Newt had been 
willing to stop at game. 


West opened the king of dia- 


monds. Newt won in dummy 
and led a heart to his ace. 
West showed out and Ron saw 
problems. He could not afford 
to draw trumps because he 
would have no entry to dum- 
my except the spades. He 
solved his problem by decid- 
ing that West's unusual no- 
t r u m p with practically no 
high cards must have been 
based on at least 11 minor 
suit cards. Then he cashed 
dummy's ace and king of 
spades and led .the/jack. East 
played low buTthat did him 
no good. Newt discarded his 
eight of clubs. Then he played 
dummy's second diamond. 
Later he ruffed his last dia- 
mond with the q u e e n of 
trumps and made the slam. 


All of which goes to show 


that these modern bids don't 
always work out so well. If 
West had not bid the unusual 
no-trump, S o u t h would not 
have known how to play the 
spades and might well have 
gone down.

Q—What causes excessive

A—Excessive fat is always 


caused by eating more calo- 
ries than you use up. Distribu- 
tion of the fat chiefly in the 
abdomen may be a hereditary 
trait. In a very small percent- 
age of cases it may be asso- 
ciated with an imbalance of 
the glands of internal secre- 
tion. 


Getting rid of the fat re- 


quires eating less and exercis- 
ing more, coupled with strong 
motivation. Don't depend on a 
vibrator to do your work for 
you—the results are disap- 
pointing. 


Q—I bave been overweight 


since I was in my teens. Sev- 
eral years ago I went on a 
diet and lost 40 p o u n d s . I 
looked better but I became 
very nervous and tired easily, 
After putting on weight again, 
I felt better. I take thyroid ex- 
tract because my thyroid is 
lazy, This helps some but I 
am still a very siow'moving 
person, Are' there any pep 
pills that are harmless to 
take? 


A—Your first step should be 
to ftnd out whether you are 
getting a large enough supple* 
ment ol thyroid. There are 
many kinds of pep pills but 
none that can be safely taken 
without careful medical super' 
vision.

A—An operation that by- 
passes 15 to 18 feet of small 
intestine is used by some sur- 
geons in selected cases.

EL DORADO, Ark. (AP) - 


Police officials announced to- 
day that a raid on an El Dora- 
do business had uncovered 404 
slot machines. 


Police Chief Robert Penning- 


ton said the machines were 
found in a business managed 
by N. 0. Bledsoe .of El Dorado, 
who was for&man of the Union 
County Grand "Jury term last 
March. 


The raid was carried out 


about 4 p.m. Thursday by El 
Dorado police, State Police and 
agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Education, Pennington said. 


At a news conference where 


he revealed the raid, Penning- 
ton was asked if there appeared 
to be any connection between 
the discovery of the slot ma- 
chines and gambling that has 
existed in Hot Springs. 


"This is not another Hot 


Springs," Pennington said. 


He said the machines, many 


of them crated up, did not seem 
to be In working order. He de- 
clined to estimate the value of 
the machines, but it would run 
into the thousands of dollars. 


More than a dozen raids on 


Hot Springs nightspots last year 
failed to uncover as many slot 
machines in use as were found 
stored in this raid led by El 
Dorado authorities. 


Pennington said no arrest had 


been made and no charge filed. 
He added that he anticipated a 
charge would be filed later in 
the day.
